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CONCEPTUAL FRAMEWORK | 


The importance of reference works such as Encyclopaedias, 
sourcebooks and yearbooks in any’ field of knowledge can hardly be 
exaggerated. Such works, although they differ in their specific purposes 
and scope, essentially represent scholarly effort at consolidation and 
systematic organisation of available knowiedge in a particular discipline. 
As a source of informatior. mirroring the state of art in the concerned 
field of knowledge such works prove immensely usefui for professionals 
working in the field and also for the researchers and interested lay 
users. 


Encyclopaedias can be general as well as specific. General 
Encyclopaedias are elaborate, exhaustive repertoires of information 
relating to the entire universe of knowledge and embracing the whole 
circle of learning. Subject or discipline specific Encyclopaedias, on the 
other hand, deal intensively with particular fields of knowledge or area: 
Au Cat pan experience providing concise summary accounts and overviews 
of the important aspects of the concerned field. Encyclopaedia of the: 
Social Sciences, Encyclopaedia of Education and Encyclopaedia of 
Philosophy are of this kind. Even within a broad area of knowledge, 


(bere re Encyclopaedias that further delimit their concern only to its 


important branches or sub-disciplines, such as Encyclopaedia of higher 
education, Encyclopaedia of educational technology. In a knowledge 
field like education characterised by both universality and culture 
specificity such delimitation of the scope can also be with reference to 
geographical and cultural consideration. 


The proposed Encyclopaedia of Indian education belong to this 
last mentioned genre. 


Rationale For An Encyclopaedia of Indian Education 


Why an Encyclopaedia of Indian education ? India has one of the 
largest educational systems in the world. More than 176 million of its 
children and youth (Primary—Senior Secondary) are enrolled in its formal 
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institution 175 million. Besides an equally large number is covered by 
non-formal educational arrangement. A plethora of educational 
institutions of various kinds and levels - schools, colleges, universities, 
training institutions, research establishments, special purpose 
institutions- constitute the system and these are manned by five million 
professionals of varying degrees and kinds of specialized educational 
skills and competencies. 


Apart from sheer size, the Indian educational system, like its parent 
social system, exhibits .a great deal of variety, diversity and richness. 
The National System of Education is actually a conceptual umbrella 
that brings within its fold more than 25 state educational systems each 
characterized by acertain degree of uniqueness and autonomy. While 
adherence to basic values deriving from the common cultural heritage 
and contemporary socio-politico-economic concerns constitutes the 
binding thread of unity and commonality, the state educational systems 
mirror the Indian ethos in their own specific way. Education, again, is 
not all a governmental affair whether Union or State. Indian education 
is shaped as much by its non-governmental, voluntary, private-religious 
and non-religious institutions as it is by its governmental institutions.

indian education like its civilization is also one of oldest in ‘the 


world. Its long history spans more than four millennia and covers the 
ancient, medieval and modern periods. During this long journey through 
the different historical pericds, Indian education responded to and 
reflected the socio-cultural influences of the times leading to the evolution 
of contemporary Indian education. The development of modern Indian 
education has to be seen in the light of this long historical march. 


Although India has adopted modern education based on 
universalistic perceptions, it has made its own significant contributions 
to educational theory and practice as it has done in the fields of 
philosophy, religion and the arts. The indian educational heritage is 
rich and comprises indigenous contributions in the form of educational 
concepts, principles and institutions. 


In sum, Indian education looked at from the point of the vastness 
of the system, the richness and diversity of prevailing educational 
practices, its long historical evolution and its distinctive contributions 
to educational theory and practice represents an area of scholarly study 
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-that is at once both exciting and also challenging. The vast fund of 


accumulated knowlédge available on the different aspects of Indian 
education, theoretical and practical, past and present needs to be 
systematically organized and presented as a convenient source of 
information for those who wish to know about things as they are, as 
they have been and as they are tending to become. In the context of 


ever increasing scholarly interest in Indian education as part of area 


studies and also as a general inverest in the field this work acquires a 
priority. Although publications on the different facts of education in 
India are galore, there exists no single reference source which deals 
with Indian education in its totality and covers comprehensively the 
wide range of educational interests and practices characterizing it. The 
proposed Encyclopaedia of Indian education is expected to fill this gap. 


Purposes of the Encyclopaedia 


Essentially, Encyclopaedias serve as source of information. 
Encyclopaedia of Indian Education , accordingly, has been planned to 
serve as a convenient source of information on a wide range of topics of 
common concern in Indian education. It seeks to describe things as 
they are functioning ir the precent,.as-they have Deen in-the’past ana 
as they are likely to develop in the future. It is planned as awork of 
reference for use by scholars, students and practitioners of education 
and lay readers interested in knowing the what, how and Why of the 
different aspects of indian education. l 


Scope 


The proposed reference work is a general Encyclopaedia of Indian 
education. It deals with education generally and not intensively with 
any of its stages ( e.g. higher education technical education) or sub- 
disciplines (e.g educational technology, educational evaluation.) As a 
general Encyclopaedia it deals with virtually all aspects of education - 
its major themes, stages, institutions, practices and concerns. Education 
itself is looked upon both asa social system comprising institutions 
and processes as well as a knowledge field in its own right meriting intellectual 
reflection. Notwithstanding the pervasive scope of this work greater attention 
will be bestowed on aspects dealing with general education and school 
education. Further being an Entyclopaedia of Indian education the difference 
aspects are dealt with specific reference to the Indian socio-cultural context. 


The phrase ‘Indian education’ needs some elaboration. By Indian 
education we refer to not only edueation currently talking place in Indian 


‘but also to distinctly indigenous achievement in and contributions to 


educational thinking and practice. Of course, the distinction between 
what is distinctly Indian and what is not can never be absolute. Nor 
would it ever be self contradictory to say that much of Indian education 
is not Indian. The point we are trying to make is that it is quite meaningful 
to talk of Indian education even while admitting that the present day 
Indian education for the most pari is universalistic rather than culture 
specific. Further, although Indian education has adopted universalistic 
concepts and practices, their operationalization in the Indian context 
has given them a distinct Indian hue. Basic education and semester 
system for example have come to acquire their own distinct meanings 
in the Indian context. 


Indian education then has both a spatial and cultural reference. 
It surely refers to education as it is currently taking place - its objectives, 
processes, institutions and practices in the country as it also does to 
educational thoughts and practices originating from its own cultural 
traditions and: the adaptations which universalistic concepts have 
undergone giving the:. a special Indian meaning. 


Viewed in this sense the Encyclopaedia of Indian education should- 


serve as a comprehensive reference work covering major landmarks in 
the history of education in India, significant innovations and experiments 
attempted in different parts of the country, contributions made by 
important institutions and educationists, development of various sectors 
of education in India, research contributions of Indian scholars on various 
aspects of education, descriptions of educational systems of the different 
states. Thus, the content of the encyclopaedia will be determined largely 
by the guiding principle of country specificity rather than its universality. 
This does not, however, imply that developments in Indian education 
will be discussed in isolation and the global perspective will be altogether 
ignored. The point is that there are a number of aspects of education 
which have such a universal sweep about them that they may not have 
any element specific to Indian situation. Articles on, for example, ‘variability’, 
correlation’, experimental method, interview, will have almost similar treatment 
in any Encyclopaedia irrespective of the socio-cultural contexts in which they 
are applied. No useful purpose will be served by including such culture neutral 
items in the proposed work which is country specific. 
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Content and Organisation 


On the basis of a careful scrutiny of the Encyclopaedias presently 
available and a glance at the educational literature and scenario in India, 
it is felt that the proposed Encyclopaedia may include entries on: 


L Educational Themes 

oy Educational Institutions, Organisations, etc. 
Ill. Educational Projects and Schemes. 

IV. Systems of Education in different States, and 
V Distinctly Indian Concepts in Education. 


Regarding the organisation of content, one could identify two types 
of practices in vogue. According to one practice all content themes 
(entries)of varying length are arranged in an alphabetical order. The 
other practice is to divide the content into broad (major) themes first 
and then organize the entries falling under them alphabetically. Paul 
Monroe’s Encyclopacdia, Deighton’s Encyclopaedia of Education and the 
International Encyclopaedia of Education have followed the first type of 
organisation while Teachers Encyclopaedia and Educators Encyclopaedia 
have followed the second type. It is proposed that Encyclopaedia of 
Indian Education would present its whole content in alphabetically 
arranged entries, = 


The content of the Encyclopaedia as already indicated,covers a 
variety of categories like educational themes, institutions, projects, state 
systems and distinctly Indian concepts, These are described below: 


Thematic Entries 


Thematic entries will constitute the most important category of 
items, as the bulk of the entries will be of this type. This category shall 
be broad enough to encompass the entire spectrum of education. The 
entries may relate to the goals and other concerns of education; 
educational planning, administration and financing; policy formulation 
and legislation; history, sociology and philosophy of education; primary 
and elementary education, secondary education, higher education; 
professional and technical education; education for special groups like 
scheduled castes, scheduled tribes, women and disabled children; 
curriculum and textbooks; measurement and evaluation; teechers, 
teaching and teacher education; educational research and innovations, 


etc. The presentations will naturally be of varying length depending 
upon the breadth or narrowness of the theme under consideration. 


Selection of items that are significant and the decision on their 
status-whether they should be treated independently and exclusively or 
be subsumed under a wider topic-poses a major challenge in the 
preparation of an Encyclopaedia. Evaluative judgements are involved in 
this process and one cannot escape from them. For example, the role of 
Committees and Commissions on education and Acts adopted by the 
Union Parliament or State legislatures in the evolution of educational 
policies can hardly be disputed. Definitely these deserve to be adequately 
presented in the Encyclopaedia. There will always be readers who look 
for a rough and ready, single source reference to help them with, for 
example, the salient features or recommendations of Sargent Plan, 
Secondary Education Commission, Education Commission or the 1968 
Policy Resolution. Yet, it is not a feasible proposition to include all of 
them and treat them in complete detail. Instead of separate entries on 
the different commissions, it has been decided to treat them under one 
overarching theme ‘Commissions on Education.. Likewise, all policy 
resolutions will be dealt with in one entry which has been titled as 
‘National Educational Policies’. All Bills and Acts are proposed to be 
covered in a single entry on ‘Educational Legislation’. Committees, 
Working Groups , Expert Groups, etc. appointed by the Central and 
State Governments from time to time to study specific issues and make 
appropriate recommendations to tackle them are so numerous that it 
would never be meaningful in an Encyclopaedia to treat each of them as 
a separate item. All important Committees will, therefore, be discussed 
in one entry titled ‘Committees on Education. Reference will also be 
made to the Committees and Commissions in the relevant thematie 
entries. For example, the pertinent recommendations of the ‘Committees 
on Differentiated Curriculum’ can be covered in thematic entries dealing 
with ‘Curriculum’, 


A similar difficulty confronts us while dealing with the contributions 
of individual educational thinkers and practitioners to the theory and. 
practice of education. Surely their contributions need to be properly 
highlighted. The question, however is whom to select and whom to ignore. 
Howsoever thorough the list and howsoever judicious the choice, the 
errors of omission and commission may creep in. It is, therefore, proposed 
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. that contributions made by individuals be highlighted not under articles 


bearing titles of the concerned individuals but under relevant thematic 
entries and or with reference to the institutions established by them or 
associated with them and ideas propounded by them. For example, 
Mahatma Gandhi and Zakir Hussain will figure under Basic Education, 
Sri Aurobindo under Integral Education and Rabindranath Tagore under 
Shanti Niketan. The contributions made by thinkers like Vivekananada, 
Swami Dayananada, Sri Aurobindo, and Rabindra Nath Tagore. may be 
discussed in articles dealing with contemporary philosophy of Indian 
Education. Similarly, the contributions of most of the social and 
educational reformers may be appropriately acknowledged in the 
descriptive write-ups on education in the different states as aspects of 
contribution of non-governmental organisations (NGOs) to the progress 
of education in the State. These can also be highlighted in thematic 
entries dealing with education of women, scheduled castes, scheduled 
tribes etc. However, exception has been made in the case of a few 
stalwarts like Mahatma Gandhi, Rabindranath Tagore, Swami 
Vivekananda, Sri Aurobindo, J. Klrishnamurthi, whose contribution to 
the development of educational thought in the country is well-recognised 
and widely acclaimed. 


It is proposed not to include such universal concepts asado not 
admit the possibility of country specific treatment. However, there are 
many themes, particularly drawn from psychology which have-béen the 
subjects ofinvestigation in India aiso. The entries on these themes will 
include the subject as matter drawn from sources outside India along 
with the contributions made by Indian rescarchcrs. 


Institutions, Organisations and Associations 


Institutions, organisations and associations play an important role 
in the progress of education in any country. The number of such 
organisations may be in thousands in our country and obviously it will 
not be possible to include all of them in the Encyclopaedia. Only a limited 
number of institutions have, therefore, been selected. Most of these 
represent categories of institutions such as SCERTs, DIETS Kendriya 
Vidyalayas, Navodaya Vidyalayas, Ashram Schools etc. There is also 
the intention to deal with institutions belonging to a particular category 
at one place under an umbrella title, for example, ‘Deemed University’ 


may be the title of an entry which would discuss the concept , purpose, 
functions, etc. of such universities. Likewise, the article Institutions of 
National Importance’ will cover all institutions falling under that category. 
Such articles may include, in addition to discussion of common ebjectives, 
organisation and functions of this category of institutions, and also 
descriptions of significant individual institutions. 


However , exceptions have been made for an exclusive treatment 
in the case of those pioneering institutions which have made highly 
significant contributions. Moreover, only existing institutions are 
considered and past institutions will be referred to in the article on the 
successor institutions, if any. 


Projects/schemes/Experiments/Innovations 


India has witnessed a flurry of activity in the field of education 
especially after it won independence and set about reorganising its 
educational system. Various schemes and projects pertaining to different 
stages and sectors of education have been launched throughout the 
country by the Union and State Governments with a view to realizing 
specified targets in priority areas of education. In addition to these 
governmental efforts, initiatives for educational innovation and 


experimentation have come from voluntary organisations and institutions _ 


also. The descriptions of these different kinds of projects, schemes, 
experiments and innovations, especially the success stories should prove 
highly useful for educational planners, practitioners and administrators. 
Information under this category of items will also draw attention to the 
factors accounting for the unsatisfactory progress of some projects and 
this will help one to avoid the pitfalls. Moreover, recorded descriptions 
of projects and innovations carried out throughout the country would 
also serve as a source to enthuse and motivate educational workers to 
replicate them or embark upon similar ventures in their own regions. 
However, for want of space, all the projects, schemes, etc. cannot be 
given separate treatment in the Encyclopaedia . Therefore, references 
will have to be made to such things in the relevant thematic articles. 
For example, schemes, innovations etc. relating to elementary education 
or adult education will find a mention in the relevant thematic article. 
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State Systems of Education 


India is a vast country of continental dimensions and is presently 
divided into 25 states and 7 union territories. Although education has 
been included in the Concurrent List of the Constitution, in practice 
education virtually remains a state subject. Moreover, decentralisation 
is the guiding principle of our contemporary educational policy and there 
is plenty of scope for innovation and experimentation at the state level. 
The school systems in the states and union territories do not have uniform 
curricula. The national curriculum framework stipulates adherence only 
to acommon core of learning with a great deal of flexibility inbuilt into 
actual curriculum implementation. Thus, diversity rather than uniformity 
characterizes the various educational practices in the States. Further, 
the level of educational development and progress varies from State to 
State making the situation even more complex. It has, therefore, been 
considered desirable to include a separate category of entries describing 
currently unfolding educational scene in different states in the backdrop 
of national concerns and imperatives. The educational scenario in a 
particular state can be reflected in comprehensive articles with sub- 
sections dealing with different sectors of education. The role played by 
non-governmental and voluntary organisations in the advancement of 
education in the state will also be reflected in the same entry. "` 


Distinctly Indian Concepts/Themes in Education Ta 


India has a very rich tradition of educational thinking dating from 
the vedic times. Indian educational literature, especially that dealing 
with ancient and medieval periods abounds in concepts, ideas that are 
native to the Indian soil and can be understood properly only against 
socio/historico-cultural perspective. Examples of such concepts/ themes 
are Vidya, Acharya, Samskar, Gurukul System, Guru Shishya 
Parampara, etc. Articles on such concepts/ themes will subsume 
discussion on numerous concepts which are distinctly Indian.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR AUTHORS 


Ww for an encylopaedia is qualitatively different from writing for a 
textbook or for a journal. It has to be crisp and precise but at the same 
time it should be characterised by comprehensiveness and completeness. An 
article included in the encylopaedia should be self-contained and should 
endeavour to include most significant things on practically all aspects of the 
theme concerned. However, the different aspects must be interwoven in such 
a way that they make the article one coherent, continuous piece of writing. In 
an encyclopaedia, articles should be based on scholarly research, study and 
reflection, They should deal with the subject in all its theoretical, quantitative 
and qualitative dimensions. The writing should be analytical, integrative and 
evaluative. The style of presentation and the language used should be powerful 
enough to convey maximum possible ideational content through the use of 


minimum number of words. 


There shall be two types of entries in the encyclopaedia. In respect of 
some entries, there will be comprehensive write-ups. Each write-up will make 
an attempt to present knowledge in consolidated and systematised form. In 
the case of remaining entries, there will be no write-ups. Instead, these may 
find a mention in the main entries with which these have been cross referred. 
An entry might have been cross referred with more than one entries. The author 
of an entries should first of all find out the entries with which the entry 
concerned, has been cross-referred. He/she will make an attempt to cover 
these entries in the write-up but their coverage should not appear to bea 
forced one. In case the author feels that some entries cannot be covered in a 


write-up in a natural way, he/she may decide to ignore such entries. 
Thematic Entries 


The thematic entries may deal with broad themes like educational 
planning, educational technology, health education in their entirety or 


significant aspects or sub-themes of a broad theme like micro-planning, 
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educational radio, and sports schools. A good number of entries are on themes 
which are of a universal nature like academic achievement, academic freedom, 
delinquency, behaviour modification, etc. and the authors are expected to 


bring out clearly their theory and application in the Indian context and also 


, highlight Indian researches on them, wherever necessary. The thematic

exposition of Guidance Services, for example, may begin with a brief history of 
the movement in India and cover programmes available in the country and 
institutional mechanisms and processes for the training of guidance workers. 
Likewise the entries Distance Education’ will focus on the objectives of distance 
education in India, the nature and kind of programmes offered, facilities 
available, clientele served and overall achievements. Entries on non-formal 
education and population education will include brief historical accounts of 
these movements in India, approaches evolved, targets achieved and problems 


encountered. 


We had a well-developed system of education in ancient period. The 
theory and practices followed in those days have relevance for present day 
education also. Therefore, it will be desirable to refer to the theory and practice 
of education during the ancient period, if possible. For example, the entries on 
‘Discipline’ in Educational Institutions, may include a brief discussion of the 
concept of discipline in ancient times. The entries on ‘Disciplines in Education’ 
may, also begin with the explanation of the concept of Vidya’, in ancient 
period. Like-wise, entries on Curriculum’, “Methods of Teaching’, may include 


references to the ancient period. 


Wherever necessary, the themes should be discussed in their historical 


" perspective. This may be followed by a brief description of the present position 


leading to the discussion of furture prospects and emerging trends in the field 
concerned. By way of example, the article on “Public Schools’ should include a 
brief history of public schools in India followed by description of the present 
position in the educational system and likely developments in future. 


The several Commission and Committees appointed by the government 
to make recommendations on the different educational issues constitute a 
very rich source of educational ideas, principles and prescriptions pertinent to 
the themes identified for the encyclopaedia. It is expected that authors would 
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make a reference to such observations and recommendations in their 


expositions of the themes, wherever necessary. 


it is possible that a sizeable number of research studies are available iri 
a particular field of study. The author of an entry need not, however, deal with 
all of them in their entirety. What is more important is the discerning of the 
major thrusts of the research findings and their integration into the content of 
the entries. 


The entries must include the latest data, wherever required, to enhance 
their authenticity. For example, the entry on elementary education must include 
data concerning enrolment, retention, wastage, drop out, etc. The entry on 
class size should include information regarding the average class size at different 
stages of education in various states. Thus, the treatment has to be. data- 
based rather than purcly theoretical unless the entry deals with a wholly 


conceplual and logical issue. 


‘There are some entries through which an attempt will be. made to 


reconstruct the educational scenario in different periods of educational history 


in the country. These entries should examine various aspects of education. 


such as objectives, curriculum, methodology, management, etc. in the context 
of the period concerned. In the entries like Commissions on Education, 
Committees on Education, Educational Legislation, Educational Policies, mere 
presentation of Commissions, Committees, Acts and policy resolutions in 
chronological order will not suffice. These entries should also make an attempt 
to relate the evolving educational thinking as reflected in the reports of 
Commissions and Committees, policy resolutions and acts with the changing 
ethos of the society. 


The entries on different types of Vocational and Professional education 
ought to be both informative and critical in treatment. The entry may include 
a brief history, objectives, structure, curriculum, facilities available, problems 
and difficulties, recent developments and future perspective of growth and 


development. 
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The educational ladder is divided into serveral distinct stages like 
elementary education, secondary education, under-graudte education and Post- 
gradurate education. The authors are expected to present a critique of the 
growth of education at the stage concerned. The entry should also include a 
critical discussion of the objectives, structure, curricula, problems, significant 


developments, emerging trends, etc. at the stage under discussion. 


Besides having educational planning, management and implementation 
structures at the national level, we have all these structures at the state level 
too. Therefore, mere presentation of national scenario in different entries, 
particularly the entries relating to educational planning and management, 
will not be adequate. For example, the entries like education codes, educational 
cess, grants-in-aid’ should present the existing status with regard to the theme 


in different states. 


It may not be possible for authors to adequately discuss each and every 
significant thing related to the theme in an entry of 8-10 pages. It is expected 
that authors would therefore, add a short list of Suggested Readings at the 
end of the article. l 


Projects/Schemes/Experiments/Innovations 


These also have to be discussed in a historical perspective. The genesis 
as well as rationale for initiating the activity needs to be discussed at some 
length. The write-up may mention whether the project is new, a replication of 
some earlier project or has close similarities with other projects conducted 
elsewhere in different states. The achievements of the project vis-a-vis 
expectations should be subjected to critical analysis and scrutiny and its 
contribution towards the advancement of education shou!d highlighted. The 
extent of institutionalisation of the activity in the system may also be pointed 


out. 
Institutions/Organisations/Associations 


The entries under this category should present the historical background 
of the institution and highlight its philosophy, purposes, objectives and goals. 


The ‘structure or organisation of the institution may be mentioned very briefly 
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and need not be treated in detail. The achievements of the institution vis-a-vis 
its objectives can be evaluated and the problems, difficulties and failings of 
the institutions may be examined. In short, attempt should be made to present 


a comprehensive and objective profile of the institution. 


Educational System in the States 


It is proposed to present descriptive accounts of the status of education 
in each state and union territory in separate independent entries. The state 
profiles should present a comprehensive picture of education in the state 
concerned covering all stages and sectors of education, viz, elementary, 
secondary, tertiary and vocational and technical education and supported by 
latest factual data. Innovations or significant experiments attempted or 
undertaken by the State should be highlighted alongwith a critique of their 
outcomes. The achievements a well as failings of the State in different sectors 


of education should be brouplit out prominently. 


Non-government organisations have done pioneering work in the 
advancement of education in ditferent states, therefore, the contribution made 
by such organisations must be highlighted. Wherever necessary, significant 
contributions of individuals should also be properly acknowledge. 


There are a number of concepts and terms which are peculiar to Indian 
Educational thought and practice. Most of these concepts relate to the ancient 
and medieval periods. The meaning of a concept is not always unambiguous. 
All too often, a concept is used in more than one sense and the Encyclopaedia 
should make an attempt to help the readers to understand the different 
connotations of a concept. For example, Gurudakshina, Dvija, Upnayan 
Samskar, Guru, are terms peculiar to Indian education and need explanation 


and elaboration for the benefit of readers. 


While develop an entry on a concept/term of Indian education, the 
author should first trace the contours of the concept and explore its different 
meanings and connotations. It is possible that a concept carried different 
shades of meanings in different systems of education (such as Vedic system, 


Buddhist system) and in the different schools of Indian philosophy. The author 
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should clearly bring out the similarities and dissimilarities between the usage 
of the same term in different systems and periods of time when the eoncept/ 
term was used and the factors associated withthe. evolution: of the ‘concept 
should be explained adequately. The write-up should also indicate whether 
the concept bears any relation to other concepts currently in vogue and the 


extent of relevance of the concept in the modern educational context. 
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
